LOCAL AND GENERAL. 


A panty of. four men who, it sppoara, eat 
~ out from the neighbourhoud uf Vest Vint 
lost night on a burglarious expedition tu 
the othor side of the harbour, had their 
srrangoments vory amartly lmocked on the 
head by tho Police, and three of them 
found thomsolves in tho Police’ Court dock 
before Mr Wedchouse this morning, The 
reason of thoir: falling iato’ the hands of ; 
justico in this ‘unoxpectedly auddon mamer 
woa duo to whut waa hardly anything moro | 
than a lucky accident. Inapeotor Mathio- 
aon happened to,.pay a visit to the little 
villago of Tai-Kok-Taui about nino o'clock 
last night, and a private watchman whom 
he interviewed there repeated a rumour he 
' had heard abuut a: forthcoming visit from 
a band of thioves. Although such rumoura 
aro often found to be baseless, the Inspec- 
tor taking this oue in connection with cer- 
tain othor circumstancca, thought thera was 
somothing in it; and on hia return to Yau: 
mati he considored it adsisible to send Sor- 
goant Euanson ond Hugh Porkor P.C. to 
Tai-Kok-Taui. Tho Police on arriving at 
the villago found everything quiot, but in 
accordance with thoir inatruetions propared 
to wateli tho ontrauce to tha villaye. They 
«waited for somé timo without sexing any- 
thing to oxcits suapicion and wore just 
about giving up their watch when, shortly 
after one o'clock, they su four men, who ! 
had apparently just landed from a boat, | 
approaching. Thuy allowed the mon to 
get as near thom as possible and then stop- 
ped them, The visitora, who immediately 
bolted, wero evidently not woll acquainted 
with the ground, and two of them, pursued 
_ by Sergeant Huanaon, ran into a quarry 
where the Sergeant captared both of them. 
Ho found each of the men armed with a 
fino revolver and in possession of a plonti- 
ful supply cf ammunition. Anothor of the 
mon, who was armed in the samo way, Wo8 
captured by Conatuble Parker, but the fourth 
oscapad. The threo men wero chargod 
to-day with ‘boing armed with deadly 
woapons with intent to commit o felony. 
Tho case was rotnanded till Mondey. 


‘Tux ton prisonors who are charged with tho 
tourder of Turnkey Pereira, and with pi- 
rating a junk ond escaping from the chain- 
gang at Keunody Town on tho 18h of 
Soptembor, woro brought beforo Mr Pol- 
Jock in tho Polico Court this murning, and 
the froquently-adjourned. trial was ut last 
proceeded with. Tho four prisoners who 
wore wounded by bullets from the weapons 
of the guarda and turakeys,.and who hava 
beon under treatment in the Gaol hospital 
since the time of the attempted escape, 
boing still weak ond unable to stand, wore 
accommodated with seats in the dock, 
Notwithstanding the condition uf the mi- 
serable culprits they were ironcd in the 
samo way as their univjuced companions— 
& procautiun which in. the circumstances 
seemed not only absurdly sopariluons but 
positively barbarous, The man who hos 
had his jaw shot away seomod still to be 
suffering a great deal. The terrible wound 
haa been very slilfully treated, ‘but in 
epite of this the man preaents a pitiable 
appearance. Ho sat during the whole of 
the proceedings in Court with his arms 
crossed on tho top of the duck-rail in 
front of him and his head bent for- 
ward resting on his honds; apparently 
taking. no interest in what was going 
on is theese wounded companions, 
though nct ao weak, bore unmistakeable 
evidences of their protractod sufferings and 
altogether looked miserable cavugh. Tho 
other six menu, ono of whom had been in 
hospital for a few wooks after a flogging he 
xeceived for a breach of gaol regulations, 
preserved the. stolid demeanour character. 
istic of Chinese criminals. Tho first witnesa 
ezamined was Chief Warden Jones, wha 
produced the committal warrants’ referring 
to the prisoners. The Mavistrate expressed 
surprisesthat ono of the prisonera (tha man 
with the bruken jaw) although sent to pri- 
son on & summary conviction, on a sentence 
of six months’ hard labour, should have 
devn put to work in the chain-pang. Head

in some ships Divine worahip is conducted 
for the sake of passengera, the crews are not 
always permitted to share in it; thai the 
rare instances of o clerical passenger volun- 
tarily exercising personal ministry in the 
forecastle do not atnount to ong voyage ina 
thousand? One of the greatest hindraneca 
to roligiuus worship on beard merchant 
ships huth at ses and in port, is the practice 
of usanecessary Sunday work ofloat io 
colonial and foreign harbours. The crews 
think that their Sabbath-breaking sbip- 
owners, shareholders aud charterers are pew- 
renting churchgoers at home, and so become 
prejudiced against ali professivs of religion,

afterwards faco their crews for public 
worship when at sea and read to them the 
Fourth’ Commandment. The Crown

THE LATE-DISTURBANCES 
IN JAVA. 

Tho following is a translation from the 
official Java Coureut of tho 13th Octubser, 
1888, giving some details. of the xecunt dis- 
orders in one of the districts of that Island. 
These appear to heve.beeu murs of an ob- 
acure.religions character, than te have boen 
directed against the Dutch authori: 

Daring the night.of.the Wth’ aud 12th 
instant information was. reevixed ‘iy tho 
Resident of Soerakarta, that a band uf abuut 
thirty evil-disposed people clothed in 
pricat's dress with whito. turbans had taken 
forcible possession of thu rest-heuse at 
Srikaton, also eulled Tawang Manjos, situ- 
ated in Karany Pandan, near the buurdary 
of the Resideucy Madioen, and that the 
police were not able to drive them away. 
Tnmediately the cavalry ot the Je 
Puageran Adipati Atio Pratoe Ps 
dono, tle meu who could be apared 
dragoons uf ‘the budy-gnard, and thirty 
Amboinese soldiers of the garrison at Sov- 
takarta- wore despatched to Karang Pandan. 
These troops, togother with the Ly 
who had left the chief place of Seurssarta 
at six.o'clock un the inorning of the 18th, 
with the Pangeran Adipati, arrived at Sri- 
katon at 12 o'clock on the same day, 

The Cavalry, which had merched along a 
read covered by jungle, arrived gune 
minutes before the infautry, and im- 
mediately surrounded the ¢ mmpouud of the 
reathouse, The infantry searched. the 
grounds and. cut-houses and found that the 
evildisposed pouplu had shut thetucelvos 
up in the main buildi-g. After threo 
automonzes in Javanese which were partly 
drowned by the religious singing (ditir) 
of the evil-dispogsed- peuple the doois were 
forced open, whereupon after further sum- 
Monges 42 persons, including women and 
children, surrendered themselves; hoy 
were b-und and tuken away. The remain- 
der, amung whom was one who camo with 
a klewuny in a manacing attitude into the 
inner roam, appeared unwilling to aurren- 
der, notwithstandirg that after each shot 
they were summed to du so. Tu the 
Gisht which ensucd in thy house, cight of 
thy evil-dispased people who bed fortified 
themselves jn an aparument wore - ne by 
one shot dawn. Three who attempted to 
eseupe were killed by the cavalry. Amone 
those killed was also thy leader, a wan of 
low birth, who through fauaticiym Ind ob. 
tained sume followers and had taken upon, 
himself the titls of Tuam Samporoa. 

Some pikes, vf whieh one was e nsidered 
as holy, and also some Kewangs and swords | 
ag well age rfla, were captured. : 

With what object the movement was ect 
on foot isnot yet lmown, ng tha prisoners 
declare that they had‘Stindlyfolluwed their 
leader, without knowing his aiu. they only 
knew that the nearest object was holy 
bathing in Telaga Passir, a sheet of water 
near Sawangan jn the district Mg-etun 
(Madioen), Ag in the meuntivie not one 
of thase who wero iu the resthouse escaped 
and the affair bas appureatly met with uo 
support from the population, who have 
been perfeetly quiet, tho attempted rising, 
ifie did really exist, can be regarded as] 
entirely suppressed. 

The Resident and the Pangeran Adipati 
returned on the 13th inst. with the greatest 
portion of the trovps.1o the chief town,—

En thit pors, so 
it ia said, itis becoming custumary tu vet 
all the sinployees ip stlices tu. attend oflico 
all day on Sundays, the British firms form- 
ing the only exceptions, Hown 
ib may yo agaiust-the yrain, the c| 
to patup with this subtissively and sient. 
Any objoction on their pact would result in 
summary dismissal, with every prospect 
uf vacancies being rapidly fillud. Now 
a4 ceasgiess rousd of work uvery day in 
the week cannot fail to have an injurivus 
effect on the unfoctunates whory the keen 
stracols for existence would “drive to 
the wall if they did not keep up the attife. 
OF course iv these days pf sharp business 
competition and busy steamer traflie a little 
Sunduy lahore may perhaps be unascidable. 
Singapore, frum its high commercial 
mportauco as. business emporium and 
mectiug place, cannot vnily escape 
from this necessity, though the  uvil 
may be mitigated im more ways thin 
one.

At Coluusbo, for 
instance, there is almost ne Sunday labour 
in tho port, fur tho simple reason that 
vessela arriving on the Sunday morning 
cannot get uttended tu by the port oflicers, 
and have sitaply te drop anchor and wait 
til Monday. From the ecme cise they 
either must leave on Saturday night or 
atuy till Monday. In Siagapore, with its 
great couling trade, such practical closure 
pf the port might bo difficult to enforce, 
but certainly the Sunday shipping business

CHINA AND TU CHINE ARMY. 

Straluy Oct. .dth.—Liente-ant Young- 
husbind, &.v.G., whe lust year travelled 
overland fram Pekin to Cashmere, deliver- 
eda lecture at the United Service Lustitu- 
tien te-day on China and the Chinese 
anny, General Chapuan was in the chair, 
{Lieutenant Younyzhusband dealt more 
particularly with Mancharia and Chinese 
Torkistan, Tho former he descrited a3 
rich and very beautiful land and a very 
valuable provitice of the Chinese Empire. 
Both on-this ace aut ond as the home of 
the preseat dynasty it was reeaiving much 
attention from the Chinese Government. 
Tris military rese-wrres were especially 
looked after. At Kirin, there was a large 
aravnal with extensive and valuable 
machinery, al ananaged entirely by China- 
men. Turkistim wuz a very different land. 
Te was nearly all desert, with small oases, 
where towns were situated. Rain hardly 
ever fell, Water was cbtained principally 
from streams which flowed from the 
Tienshan and other mountains. Chinws 
huid on this distant provinces waa stronger 
than was sumutimes Supposed. ‘The in- 
digenous pupulativa have # most pro- 
found respect for the Chinero, Through- 
out the wide parta of Central’ Asia, 
the people had a much deeper respect 
fur China than for vither Englund or 
Ruasia, and cousidercd China as by far the 
greateat Power.” As regards tho Chinese 
anuy, beyoud the spevial force organized 
in tho Haropean fashion for the dufence of 
Pobing, it hardly existed except on paper. 
Both in the wae agaiust Yakub Beg and in 
Tonquin, war troups had to ba specially 
Taised for the cecssion, and this was done 
with the greatest diflieulty. Although tho 
Chinese luok with suine contempt on mili- 
tary art, they have produced some youd 
Generals, of whom Tso Tsung: Tang, the 
Bubjugator of Kashar, wia a notabla ex- 
ample. The tenacity and enduraneo dis- 
played in the Kashgar cainpaign. were 
something extraordinary. Reeent events 
hive astirred..up- the-Chiness Government, 

d they have now scquited a Jarge quan. 
tity of European war material, General 
Uhapmian paid a warm compliment te Lieu- 
tenant Yorghusbund fer his entcrprising 
journey. He considered it a gratifying 
sign of the times that the spirit of adven- 
lure was nowadays prompting many Bng- 
lishinen to undertake hazarduus jonrmeys 
for tie sako of molitury and coumerciat 
exploration, Information bad been lately 
received, ho said, thatthe Rev. A. Lang.
